creases in the sugar market, fore- 
shadowed by movements during 
the last few days, took place yes- 
terday 
One learge dealer reduc- 


ed his list price on the fine gran- 
ulated from 21c to a fraction over 
17 cents a pound, and raw sugar 
sold on a basis of 13 04 cents, 
which was 10 cents per pound 
less than the high level of three 
months ago. 


A pronounced weakness in raw 


sugar began early in the week, 
notably in future contracts, in ex- 
change and in the spot market 
"Second hand" sugar, or specula- 
tive stocks, have been offeredAfor 
some days at 18 cents per pound 
for fine granulated, but no wer.k- 
ing on the part of refiners was in 
evidence until today.

past, then he was "happy to drink of 
the past for my inspiration for the 
morrow " 


The senator's address 
was made 


before the Ohio Republican Editorial 
Association, and he took occasion to 
speak for a forest policy to insure 
an adequate domestic supply of print 
paper pulp and fill other home de- 
mands. 
He also advocated an edi- 


torial policy "not partisan, but patri- 
ot! " and made a plea for honesty 
n all business relations 


"I suppose some people will say I 


am 'looking backward ' " said Senator 
Harding after declaring his faith in 
the old time standards of patriotism 
and morality 
"But If we may look 


backward to clear our vision we may 
look forward more confidently" 


"Something has been said lately 


about looking to the sunrise of to- 
morrow, not the skyline of the set- 
ting sun • • * But the glory of ten 
thousand morrows was wrought in 
the wisdom gleaned on yesterday" 


After mentioning the present high

ing sent to this country

Says Barney Cohen. 


Five hundred and fourteen chil- 


dren in Decatur are employed, ac- 
cording to the figures issued by Bar- 
ney Cohen, director of the state de- 
partment of labor. Of this cumber 
261 are boys and 153 girls. Outside 
of Chicago and the rest of Cook coun- 
ty, there are only three cities in the 
state that have a larger number of 
children 
employed 
than 
Decatur. 


These cities are Springfield, Rock- 
ford and Peoria 


Child labor in Illinois, wihch reach- 


ed its height during the war when a 
liberal interpretation of the child 
labor law was permitted for the sake 
of production, has not receded as It 
should, according to Mr. Cohen. 


"Many employers insist -upon em- 


ploying children when 
the 
work 


should be for older workers," Mr. 
Cohen said, commenting 
on 
the 


twenty-seventh annual report of the 
chief factory inspector. 


26.SS8 IN ILLINOIS

nois. A total of 53.252 work certifi-

XORE REPORTS, XOT LESS. 


Mayor Borchers and Commissioner 


Ruthrauff were wrong when they 
voted against the payment of the bill 
for the printing of. the report of the 
health department of the city. Com- 
missioner Van Praag was wrong 
when he talked against it although 
he voted right when the roll was 
called. 


The report of a health department 


'is one of the most essential parts of 
the effective work it does. It sum- 
marizes what the city is doing lor 
public health, it shows in definite 
figures, graphs and statements just 
where the health of the community 
has been improved and where the 
department has failed. 


The printed report of a health de- 


partment is absolutely necessary to 
carry forward from year to year the 
best results of such a work. 


Building up the health of a city is 


not done in a day, or a month, or a 
year. 
It is a process of education, 


of growth, of continued and persist- 
ent effort for which at least one re- 
port a year is very necessary. 


Th3 mayor's criticism of the re1- 


port because it showed the activities 
of the Visiting Nurse association, of 
the Red Cross, of the child welfare 
work, of the crippled children clinic 
was neither gracious nor wise. 
It 


was entirely wrong. 


The reports of those activities cer- 


tainly belong in the health report 
of the city of Decatur. The fact that 
the city gets this service as a gift 
because it cannot afford to pay for 
it is not to its credit but it would 
certainly be much to its discredit if 
it should fail to recognize the very 
valuable contributions to child wel- 
fare, baby health and care for crip- 
ples which are given by these various 
organizations. 


Mr. Mattes stated that he had an 


appropriation for $300 for printing, 
that he used it for this purpose and 
that he was so certain of the value 
of the report that he himself would 
pay the bill this year and every year 
that he was in office should the coun- 
cil see fit not to do so. 


Commissioner Mattes is right. The 


report of the health department must 
be printed and distributed. It is part 
of the educational work of a depart- 
ment which depends for much of its 
success on the training of the citi- 
zenry in right thinking about health 
and about the importance of the work 
of the health department. 


Other departments could well fol- 


low the example of the health de- 
partment, maka carefully analyzed 
reports of their activities each year, 
show just what has been done and 
at what cost, show what should be 
done, ise diagrams, figures and sum- 
maries. 


Soma 
astonishing 
facts 
would 


probably be shown if evary depart- 
ment, the department of streets, of 
parks, of police, should make really 
tall reports. 


Such reports from the police de- 


partment might show, for instance 
ths number of persons arrested this 
year for carrying concealed weapons 
and the fines imposed, the number 
arrested last year for the same of- 
fense. 
It might show some actual 


analyzed facts about boy and girl 
delinquency in Decatur Instead of 
general statements. 


In 
the street 
department 
and 


water departments similar real re- 
ports might very profitably be made 
up and printed. 


The mayor and commissioners who 


opposed the paying of the bill for the 
printing of the health report are on 
the wrong track. 
There are many 


.reasons why it should be printed. 
None 
worth 
considering why 
it 


should not.

disposition to spareness of body. 


2 It may be due In part to excessive 


mental or "physical exertion. 
3 It may be caused by some obscure 


disease, such as tuberculosis, or to per- 
version of the nutrition processes of the 
body 
The condition is brought about by 


mental states such &s worry and anxiety, 
aa well as by lack of rest and sleep. 


It is true that persons of slender build 


are often stronger, more enduring and 
more resistant to disease than those who 
are Inclined to stoutness, yet, though 
slenaeiness may mean phjslcal strength 
and resistance, leanness may mean phy- 
sical weakness and susceptibility to dis- 
ease. 
The cause which produces the leanness 


must be the guide In treatment. If the 
conditions is due to woriv, lack of Bleep 


tc., those causes should be removed, in 
o overwork, the work should be lessen- 
;d In quantity or changed to some other 
kind. 
Heals must not he eaten tvhen 


he body is fatigued. Fooda should be 
daintily served and varied In character, 
ireceded and followed by a short rest, 
f possible, and the meals should not b- 
more than four or five hours apart. Some 
.hin persons hj.\e an aversion to fat; this 
jeculianty should be o\ ercome, if poss- 
ble, and the diet made to Include a lib- 
eral amount of fatty foods, such as cream, 
autter, fried crisp bacon and olive oil.

The truck 
was 
run to the 
creek, 


which was several hundred yards 
from the elevator, and the suction 
hose dropped Into the water. 
Two 


lines of hose were then attached to the 
pumper, and the pump sent a strong 
pressure through the hose. So great 
was the pump's pull that the stream 
was actualy pumped dry by morning. 
By this time, however, a large por- 
tion of the grain which had been In 
the elevator had been salvaged. 


The fire started Wednesday morn- 


ing. 
The building burned to 
the 


ground. More than 40,000 bushels of 
oats were in the bins, and it was 
decided to try to save the grain, so 
the Champaign pumper was sent for. 
The loss to the elevator Is estimated 
at $20,000 or $25,000, partly covered 
by insurance 
The owners of the 


elevator are Cuppy Brothers.
